REFORM THROUGH LEGISLATION 


It is a hard matter to remove evils by legislation, as fhc 
experience of the United States shows. Originally the state 
legislatures chose presidential doctors. The people thought 
they could do the job better and one state after another dele­ 
gated this power to the people, but the men elected have not 
shown any marked improvement over such men as W ashing­ 
ton, Jefferson and Monroe who were chosen under the old 
system. 
Then it w a s declared that what was wrong with the na­ 
tion was the senate, the members of which were chosen by 
the legislatures which, campaign orators charged, were often 
dominated by the big interests. The constitution was amended 
and senators are now elected by the direct vote of the people. 
Yet, who will say that the average personnel is any better 
than it w as thirty-odd years ago when such men as Roger CV. 
Mills. Richard Toke. John J. Ingalls* George Vest, F. M.
